EDITORIAL 


Thousands of dollars are being spent by 
various organizations in the cause of equal 
opportunity. This we believe, is a noble and 
just cause, however, there are some aspects 
of this plunge toward integration which we 
feel is a cause for grave concern. The school 
situation, of course, is one of them. In white 
or intergrated schools the achievements of 
great black men and their contributions to 
society hardly receive honorable mention. 
Generally not even that. When our children 
emerge from such schools they ave no 
knowledge of the accomplishments of our 
people, consequently no respect for the roots 
from which they sprung, if you don’t believe 
this, ask them, who is Fredrick Douglas or 
Mary M. Bethune, or even George 
Washington Carver? 

No parallel can be found to this deplorable 
condition in any other ethnic group 
anywhere. Everyone remembers the con- 
tributions made by their people and are pro- 
ud of them and teach their children of them 
in a systematic manner. The Jewish people 
are a prime example of this, their children 
attend public school, and at the same time 
they attend Hebrew Schools where they are 
taught the lanquage. habits, culture, and 
history of the Jewish people exclusively. The 
result is a people equipped to build, maintain 
and pass from generation to generation, the 
economic control of communities, cities, 
states and even nations. We should not be 
angry with the Jews for what they have done 
for Jews or with anyone for what they have 
done for their people. We should simply try 
to do something for our own people. 

Any man who does not help his own peo- 
ple first is a traitor. Death is the accepted 
penalty for this crime. let us not be hasty and 
abandon anything unless we replace it with 
something of value. The real question is: 
How can we have equal education with other 
people if we are not taught the history and 
knowledge of our people? Without this 
history we cannot possibly know where we fit 
into the pattern.

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City National chairman 
predicts 'good year'

Charles L. Whigham, chairman of 
City National Bank of New Jersey, pre- 
dicted “another good banking year" for 
the institution in 1980 rp ae meet- 
ing held late Tuesday at the Robert Treat 
Hotel in Newark. 

Whigham told the shareholders the 
$24 million asset Newark-based bank 
would not vie with its billion dollar 
competitors this year for high yielding 
deposits, but rather to emphasize 
community-oriented banking services. 

“Jumping on the bankwagon of 
advertising and marketing schemes 
could very well be disasterous to our 
bank . . . Personal ba is у = 
independen t community bank can do bet- 
ter larger competitors," he said. 

The six-year-old institution reported 
net income for 1979 of $285,173, or $4.75 
a share, compared with $175,135, or $2.92 
a share the prior year. 

said management’s five- 
year lan called for the bank to 
reach $40 ion in total assets by the 
end of 1984. 

A representative from City Nation- 
al’s auditing firm, Peat, Marwick, Mitch- 
ell & Co. told the stockholders the bank 
had demoastrated ior performance 
as measured hv such key ratios as return 
on asset: o-i + turn on equity. 

“И has operated above the average 
rates for all banks and way above the 
average for similar sized institutions,” 
commented auditor Patrick Scura. 

In his discussion of the bank’s results 
last year, Whigham explained the sharp 
increase in bank operating income was 
offset to some degree by the need to sub- 
stantially increase the reserve against 
possible tee losses in the face of deterio- 

rating economic conditions. 

"Our loans didn't increase apprecia- 
bly, but nonpayments rose due to increas-

ed unemployment in our market area and 
general inflation," he said. 

The bank added $150,000 to its loan 
loss reserve last year, with 
$59,165 in 1978, and had net 
against the reserve of $112,989 compared 
with $46,937 the prior year. 

Whigham said City National had 
tightened its credit standards and step- 
ped up its collection efforts in a program 
to curtail losses in 1980. 

However, one shareholder criticized 
management's commercial 
cies as being too conservative. John 
gon objected to the sizeable share of bank 
assets parked in cash and unsecured 
overnight loans to other banks called 
federal funds. 

"The condition of this bank is so solid 
it's dangerous," he said. 

The shareholder, who said his busi- 
ness had been denied an accounts receiv- 
able financing, argued the bank was hold- 
ing $3.5 million more in cash than neces- 
sary. He maintained the tax laws аге dè- 


signed to encourage more risk- and 
said City National stood to 
being iat Ват in a wave of bank fail- 


ures by dint of its large federal funds 
position.

DON’T BUY, UNLESS YOU TRY 


The Newark Office of Consumer Action advises consumers 

that because clothing is one of the most essential items in the 
. family budget, care must be taken to buy durable and well 
made garments. 

"When buying clothing, consumers should avoid impulse 
buying and "flash fads". Buying clothing by quality rather than 
by quantity can save them a great deal of money in the long- 
run," said Hope Jackson of the consumer agency. 


The Newark Office of Consumer Action offers a few sugges- 
tions that will aid the consumer when shopping for clothes. 


The tighter the weave on a fabric, the less likely it will 
be to catch or snag. 


If a material crushes easily in your hand and does not 
spring back, it will probably wrinkle easily. 


Be sure that all plaids, strips and patterns match at 
seam lines and that edges are finished to prevent ravel- 
ing. They should also lie flat and smooth. 


Permanent press will keep its shape-retaining proper- 


tities, but the original creases cannot be removed when 


lowering a cuff or letting out a seam. 


- A garment labeled color fast will not run or fade during 


washing. 


The best time to buy clothing is during the end-of-the- 
season sales or special holiday sales. 


Follow all care instructions printed on the labels exact- 
ly. Improper cleaning may ruin an item. 


“Remember, your clothing reflects your prsonality and your 
lifestyle. Dress the way you want to be treated", Jackson said.
